While a part of this is doubtless due to the work on dimes and minor coin, and is therefore 
reasonable, I fear a part of it is due to a continuance of portions of the force beyond the periods 
for which employees have been taken on to help out in extra work. 


I desire that you look into this matter with attention, so as to keep the force down to the 
absolute requirements. It is plain to see that the expenditures this year for wages of workmen are 
going to reach a very large figure beyond the estimate. 


The matter of overtime, too, is one which given me much concern, for, notwithstanding 
the objections to systematic overtime which I have frequently expressed to you, the overtime on 
the pay-rolls appears to be only slightly reduced by the expedient of adding to the regular force. 


I presume a part of the increase is doubtless due to the employment of laborers in clearing 
up the basement. I trust that that work will be regarded by you as temporary, and if not finished 
that it soon will be, and the extra force dispensed with.
